The  claim  made 
against  it  is  thjjt  the  idea  is  a new 
one,  invented  £l  meet  “a  felt  want” 
and  is  no  p^ft  of  old-fashioned 
Baptist  orthodoxy. 


The  Universal  Church 


The  line  between  those  who  re- 
ject the  “invisible  church"  view 
and  those  wbfthold  it,  is  very  dis 
tiahtly  drawtfl  The  cleavage  is 
traceable  to  ij>fi  view  that  there 
has  beOn  a sui cession  of  New  Tes- 
tament chufctie  from  the  days  of 
tbu  Apostles  H>  the  present  time, 
and  (hat  we  *4e  not  dependent  up- 
on asy  historical  evidence  proving 
such  a succjjsion.  but  that  the 
statement  of  ij[ur  Lord's  words  in 
Matthew  16:$g  are  sufficient  to  jus

The  church  in visi |b 
lists  is  universal, 
with  believer!  in 
climes,  all  the  called 
can  be  conceivod  of  as  an  assembly 

The  invisible  church  is  depend- 
ent entirely  upon  the  relations 
which  its  members  sustain  to  their 
common  Lord,  and  is  not  depend- 
ent upon  any  visible  ceremonies. 
Any  local  organization  modfelod 
after  tbe  New  Testament  plan  is 
an  outward,  visible,  aDd  faithful 
expression  of  this  invisible,  spirit- 
ual body,  of  which  Christ  is  the 
head. 

The  visible  expressions  may  be 
numerous  or  few,  of  may  not  exist 
at  all,  or  may  exist  in  a perverted 
form  without  affecting  tho  verity 
of  the  invisible. 

The  gates  of  Hades  never  pre 
vail  against  it.  To  belong  to  the 
invisible  church  does  not  render 
one  infallible  in  doctaine  or  prac 
tice,  nor  does  one  forfeit  his  mem 
hership  in  tho  invisible  chureh,  by 
connecting  himself  with  a visible 
organization,  which  docs  not  ob- 
serve the  ordinances  and  New 
l'ealument  Polity  laid  down  for  the 
organized  churches.  Nor  does  tbe 
the  “invisible  church  view" 
commit  its  advooatas  to  a recogni- 
tion of  religious  bodies,  organized 
contrary  to  the  New  Testament 
model,  as  New  Testament  church- 
es. It  in  no  way  weakens  the  au- 
thority of  the  New  Tostamcnt  as 
to  doctrines  and  practice  in  organ- 
ic church  life.  In  other  words,  a 
Baptist  may  hold  the  “invisible 
church  view"  and  be  a “Land- 
marker."  But  he  must  plant  him- 
self upon  the  New  Testament  as 
tbe  authority  which  cannot  be 
waved  or  amended,  and  not  upon 
tradition  or  upon  the  assumption 
Of  an  eclesiastical  pedigree  run- 
ning back  to  the  days  of  the  Apos- 
tles. The  New  Testament  and  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  heart  of  be 
lievers  are  all  that  is  necessary  to 
the  work  of  organizing  a church 
alter  the  New  Testament  model. 
When  any  organization  ignores 
the  New  Testament  as  the  only 
source  of  authority  in  matters  ol 
church  polity  and  life,  the  loyal 
adhesent  to  the  New  Testament 
plan  can  do  nothing  less  than  re-

has  not  always  found 


The  Chf 
Testament 
embodiment  in  creo4  and  sontiment 
during  the  succeeding  centuries. 

It  has  passed  in,to  a truism  that 
each  ago  has  its  special  problems, 
and  historical  insight  rovoals  the 
influence  upon  current  Christianity 
of  many  varying  ideas. 

Sometimes  the  positions  main- 
tained hav»  been  clear  departures 
from  the  original  standard.  But, 
error  and  truth,  each  in  its  own 
way,  the  former  by  opposition,  the 
litter  by  accentuation,  have  con. 
tributed  to  the  growth  into  the 
broad,  true  idea,  progressiva  in  its 
realization  of  the  type  of  Christi- 
anity. 

The  historic  beholder  can  now* 
»ee  the  naturalness  of  the  early 
rise  of  Rbionism  to  atHict  and  thus 
to  stimulate  infant  Christianity. 
Tbe  legalistic,  Jewish  conception 
of  God’s  plan,  had  iu  many  minds 
developed  into  the  belief  that  God 
oosld  not  reveal  himself  other  than 
through  prophets,  thus  making im- 
possible  a personal  manifestation. 

Jewish  Ebionisrn',  by  its  very 
nature,  could  not  accept  Jesus  as 
the  So»  of  God.  But  this  view 
could  not  stand  before  the  more 
powerful  forms  of  Gnosticism. 

Viewing  matter  and  spirit  as 
eternally  antagonistic,  the  Gnostic 
invented  intermediate  beings  be- 
tween God  and  matter,  to  prevent 
the  former  from  becoming  contam- 
inated  by  his  contact  with  the  uni- 
verse.

Church  Attendance 


This  is  a subject  of  practical  im- 
portance. If  it  is  worth  while  to 
have  a church  at  all,  it  is  worth 
while  to  attend  its  meetings.  Those 
who  do  not  attend  and  take  part 
in  church  meetings,  do  not  feel  a 
deep  personal  interest  in  the  pros- 
perity of  the  churoh.  They  have 
a kind  of  vague  idea  that  a church 
ia  a good  thing,  and  that  somebody 
will  look  after  its  welfare,  but  it  is 
not  their  personal  concern. 

All  church  covenants  require 
the  punctual  attendance  of  the 
membership.  And  those  who  stay 
away  without  a reason  that  they 
would  be  willing  to  render  at  the 
bar  of  God,  are  guilty  of  violating 
their  oovenant.  Better  not  vow, 
than  to  vow  and  not  pay  our  vows 
to  God. 

Church  attendance  is  not  only  % 
duty,  but  a high  privilege.  The  de- 
vout heart  is  always  ready  to  say, 
“I  was  glad  when  they  said  unto  me, 
let  us  go  into  the  house  of  the 
Lord.” 

It  ia  in  the  Sanctuary  that 
“Heaven  comes  down  our  souls  lo  greet, 
And  glory  crowns  the  mercy  seat.” 

We  sit  together  in  heavenly  pla- 
ces in  Christ  Jesus,  and  our  hearts 
burn  within  us  as  the  man  of  God 
talks  to  us  by  the  way. 

It  is  inexpressably  sad  when  a 
membership  of  two  or  three  hun- 
dred will  not  furnish  a congrega- 
tion of  one  hundred.  It  is  useless  I 
to  make  excuses.  Such  a state  of 
affairs  need  not  exist.  Making  due 
allowance  for  sickness  and  other  [ 
unavoidable  causes,  a majority  of 
the  membership  oould  be  present 
at  all  the  meetings. 

The  full  attendance  of  the  mem- 
bership acts  as  a wonderful  stimulus 
to  the  pastor.  No  man  can  pre- 
pare a sermon  at  his  best,  it  he  is 
conscious  all  the  time  of  its  pro-- 
paration  that  the  very  ones  he 
wants  to  reach  by  it  will  be  absent. 
The  pew  is  more  largely  responsi- 
ble for  the  pulpit  than  many  have 
supposed.

men."  Daniel  here  gives  an  epi- 
tome of  Nebuchadnezzar’s  experi- 
ence as  recounted  hy  that  King 
himself  in  Chapter  4.  That  mon- 
aroh  had  humbled  bis  Jieart,  but 
Belshazzar  had  not,  though-  he 
knew  all  that  happened. 

Verses  28-24.  Daniol  accuses 
him  of  sin,  at  tho  same  time  sotting 
forth  its  nature.  He  had  lifted 
himself  up  against  God,  the  Lord 
of  heaven;  he  had  doliberatoly  de- 
scribed the  sacred  vessels  taken 
from  the  temple  at  Jerusalem;  He 
bad  set  at  nought  Jeoavah  in  that 
he  praised  idols,  Hs  had  failed  to 
glorify  him  in  whoae  hands  waa  hia 
breath  and  oontrolod  all  his  ways, 
and  as  a consequence  the  band  from 
the  presence  of  God  came  forth  and 
inscribed  those  mysterious  charao 
ters.  The  astrologers  were  puz- 
zled either  because  the  symbols 
were  untamiliar  to  them,  or,  what 
is  more  likoly,  the  words  were  am 
biguons. 

Verses  26  28.  The  inscription 
interpreted:  Mme,  Merit,  Tekel, 

Upharsin,  literally,  numbered,  num- 
bered, weighed  and  diviaiona  (or 
broakings.)  The  first  word  ia  re- 
peated for  emphasis.  The  initial 
“U"  of  the  last  word  is  nothing 
more  than  the  conjunction  “and," 
and  the  word  is  in  the  plural  form 
while  the  singular  of  it,  “Perea,"  is 
given  in  v.  28.  The  change  of  let- 
ters is  in  accordance  with  the  laws 
of  Hebrew  euphony.  The  inscrip- 
tion was  probably  in  Aramaic 
which  was  close  akin  to  the  He- 
brew. There  is  probably  a play  in 
words  in  the  case  of  each  term,  al- 
most certainly  in  the  last,  since  the 
same  word  was  used  for  Persian, 
the  tfame  of  their  conqueror.  Dan- 
iel nht  only  give  the  meaning  of 
the  terms,  but  gave  their  applica- 
tion with  tremendous  directness. 
His  words  sounded  the  death  knell 
to  Belshazzar's  dreams. 

I'trses  JtbSl— Subsequent  event*. 
True  to  his  promise,  as  was  char- 
acteristic of  oriental  dospots,  and 
notwithstanding  the  terrible  im- 
port of  Daniel's  words  the  King 
proceeded  to  array  him  in  purple 
robes  and  gold  chains.  How  emp- 
ty the  insignia  of  such  royalty 
was  to  Daniel.  Jt  was  not  of  suf- 
ficient importance  for  him  to  make 
a display  of  himself  by  refusing. 
No  wonder  that  tho  epigrammatic 
statement  is  mado  that.  “That 
night  Belshazzar,  the  Chaldean 
King  was  slain."  It  waa  time  for 
suoh  a reign  of  folly  to  come  to  an 
end.  Babylon  is  fallen,  and  the 
‘virgin  daughter  of  the  Chaldeans 
sits  on  the  ground  without  a 
thro  n a."

William  Robert  Kahry  waa  born  ia 
if arahall  county,  Miss.,  Nov,  4th,  1863, 
Waa  baptitcd  into  tbe  fellowahip  of  Sena- 
fObia  Faptiot  church  in  1878  by  Eld.  E.  K. 
King.  Married  August  18,  189a.  Died 
after  a very  brief  illneaa,  June  ant,  1899.

Prof.  Mabry  waa  a full  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Mississippi.  He  also  took  a 
po>!  graduate  course  *ia  the  same  cacellent 
institution  with  the  degree  of  A.  M,  He 
Was  for  his  age  a ripe  scholar.  He  loved 
books  and  had  marvelous  capacity  for  ac- 
quiring information,  lie  had  devoted  his 
life  principally  to  teaching  the  youth  of 
the  country.  In  this  he  waa  engaged  12 
gidara.  Coles  Creek,  Coffeeville,  Slate 
Spring!,  Union  Chutch,  Jackson,  Wesson 
and  Sardis  were  the  fields  of  his  labor.

Lesson  for  July  23, 1699.

Golden  Text — Uo^  is  the  Judge — Psalm 

75:7. 

After  the  svents  of  the  last  lea- 
aod,  which  occurred  in  the  early 
part  of  hU  reign,  Nebuchadnezzar 
livod  about  twenty-five  years.  Dar- 
ing the  latter  pait  of  his  reign  he 
was  afflicted  with  s species  of  mad- 
ness not  unknown  to  medical  sci- 
ence, which  was  sent  as  a punish- 
ment for  his  pride.  He  finally  re- 
covered and  was  restored  to  his 
kingdom,  acknowledging  God  as 
the  King  of  heaven,  Dying  662 
B.  C.,  he  was  sneoeeded  by  his  son, 
hvil-merodaoh,  who  reigned  for 
two  years,  and  was  in  turn  suc- 
ceeded by  his  brother-in-law  Ne- 
riglasser,  who  foil  after  about 
throe  year’s  reign.  The  period 
was  one  of  confusion  anil  in  tbe 
turmoil  Daniel  seems  to  have  lost 


his  position.  Finally,  656  B.  C. 
Nabonidus  of  a new  dynasty  came 
to  ths  throne,  which  ho  held  until 
the  UU  of  Babylon  in  5jft  B.  C. 
During  tho  latter  part  of  his  reign 
he  associated  with  him  his  son, 
Belshazzar,  tho  crown  prinoe. 

Our  lesson  gives  a glimpse  of 
the  wjicked  city  ths  night  of  its  fall. 
Nabonidus  had  already  been  de- 
feated, but  young  Belshazzar 
seemed  to  possoss  a false  sense  of 
security  in  tbo  magnificently  forti. 
tied  city  of  Babylon,  with  its  walls 
threq  hundred  feet  high  and  eighty 
fool  broad.  That  is  a striking  pic 
turo  of  the  B&chanalian  feast  giv- 
en ini  the  opening  verses  of  chap- 
ter 6j  and  its  vividness  cannot  be 
improved  on.  There  are  some  bis- 
toricii  difficulties  connected  with 
the  elrentfc  of  the  lesson,  bat  the 
spadd  and  the  pick  are  clearing 
them  up  as  new  data  are  constant- 
ly coining  to  light  through  inscrip- 
tions, etc.  Some  have  gone  10  far 
as  to  say  Belshazzar  was  a mythi- 
cal character,  but  inscriptions  have 
recently  boon  discovered  to  the  ef- 
fect that  Nabonidus  actually  had 
such  a son.  With  tho  view  that 
Belsbnzzar  was  vicegerent,  we 
can  bnderatand  how  Daniel  was 
tbird- in  the  kingdom  rather  than 
seconid.  Doubtless  there  will  soon 
come;  to  light  explanations  of  the 
mention  of  Darios’  name  instead 
of  tbjst  of  Cyrus  in  verso  81. 

Verses  17-Xii-*- Belshazzar  is  re- 
proved for  his  failure  to  learn  from 
Nebcttadnczzar.  When  the  mys- 
terious vision  of  the  man’s  hand 
appebrod  writing  on  the  plastered 
wall  ’in  tho  midst  of  the  feast  it 
brought  consternation  to  the 
young  prince  and  his  assembled 
guest!  in  the  banquet  hall.  The 
wise  mon  were  immediately  in  de- 
mand, but  the  astrologers  oould 
make:  nothing  opt  of  the  strange 
symbols.  We  are  surprised  that 
Dani#l  waa  unknown  to  the  King, 
but  tpere  was  one  who  know  some- 
thing of  his  remarkable  rocord  un- 
der Nebchadnezzar.  The  queen- 
mother  remembered  something  of 
his  history  and  immediately  ad- 
vised the  yonng  King  to  send  for 
him.  Daniel  now,  at  least  four 
score  years,  entered  the  hall  i n i 
compliance  with  the  King's  orders. 
Referring  to  tbe  King’s  promise  of 
reward  as  unworthy  his  attention, 
he  proceeded  to  show  the  King 
bow  foolish  ho  had  boen  in  not 
giving  heed  to  tbe  lesson  tanght 
by  Nebuchadnezzar's  experience. 
Nebuchadnezzar  was  probably  his 
father,  only  in  the  sense  of  being 
his  predecessor  on  the  throne, 
though  some  critios  think  he  was 
grand-son  to  Nebuchadnezzar's 
groatness,  and  b4  was  one  of  the 
greatest  of  despot*,  he  wps  brought
